Unless the federal government backs off from 
a plan to return the Everglades Agricultural 
Area Area to wetlands, Sugar Cane Growers 
Cooperative in Belle Glade may end ongoing 
talks.

request for a copy of this report as well as the 
interagency agreement dated Sept. 23, 1993 
from the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers.

Palm Glades security guard rescues 


child from under wheel of school bus

A 5-year-old boy who said he didn't want to 
live any longer wedged himself under the wheels 
of a school bus last Thursday morning at the 
Palm Glades Apartment Complex and waited te 
die.

"There was a lot of confusion ànd kids on the 
bus were yelling, so the bus driver didn't know 
what was happening," seid Jones. 

The youngster, who attends Glade View Ele- 
mentary,.told Jones he didn't want to live 
because recently another boy-had jumped on 
him and beat him. 


"I told him that was not a good reason to kill 
himself," said Jones. "I later found out who the 
other boy was and had a talk with him." 

Jones said both boys are about the same age 
and size. 

"I received a big hug around my waist from 
that kid, letting me know how much my being 
there for him meant to him. I love all the kids. It 
made me feel real good to be in the right place at 
the right time," said Jones. "I must admit that I 
did go home and got a good night's rest, knowing 
I was able.to save that kid's life." š 

Capt. Jones hás been a security guard at Palm 
Gladés, located on South Main Street, Belle 
Glade, for two years. He was promoted to super- 
visor this past June. The security company he 
works for is U.S. K-9 Security. 

Jones said he has heard he is to be given a 
plaque by the security company.

— ACCIDENTS: Alcohol is in- 
volved in 50 percent of all fatal car 
accidents, according to the National 
Institute on Drug Abuse (NIDA). 
More than 22,000 people died in 
alcohol-related crashes in 1990, 
says the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration. 

Among teenagers, ‘alcohol-related 
accidents are particularly serious. About 
half of U.S. teenagers drink alcohol 
and an estimated 3.3 million teenagers 
are alcoholics. Approximately 10,000 
people age 16-24 are killed each 
year in accidents involving alcoho], 
including drowning, violent injuries 
and homicide. 

— HEALTH RISKS: Cardio- 
vascular disorders, ranging from heart 
failure and hypertension to stroke, are 
assgciated with chronic alcohol abuse. 
Alcohol also damages the liver and cen- 
tral nervous system. Pregnant women 
should avoid alcohol, which has a devas- 
tating effect on the baby and can lead to 
Fetal Alcohol Syndrome. 

— SEXUAL ASSAULTS AND 
CRIME: Alcohol is a factor in 54 percent 
of all violent <rirhes and 70 percent of 
sexual abuse, including rape and incest, 
says-the NIDA. Half the cases of spouse 
abuse and 40/percent of child abuse 
deaths were alcohol-related,

Tips For Keeping Your Holiday Fun 


(NU)— Santa says, now's the time to 
make a list and check it twice—a safety 
list. that is. Many home fires that occur 
during the holiday seasoń can be pre- 
vented if you take the following safety 
precautions, say the experts at 
Underwriters Laboratories Inc. (UL). 
Keep light strings and other electrical 
decorations out of children's reach. 
Look for the UL mark on light 
strings. Artificial trees should 
also carry the UL mark—that 
means samples have been téSted 
for flammability. 

Check each light set for broken or 
cracked sockets, frayed or bare wires. 
and loose connections. 
Overloading circuits with too many 
decorative lights and/or light strings 
can cause fires. 
Check markings on light strings. 
Never use decorative lights marked 
"For Indoor Use" outdoors. 
* Always turn off tree lights before 
leaving home or going to bed. A 
short circuit can cause a fire. 
To prevent overheating or damage, 
use only decorative lamp features 
packaged with each string. Use oüly 
manufacturer's specified fuses and 
lamps when old ones burn out. 
Make sure your tree is fresh when 
you buy it. If the needles are brown 
and break off easily, the tree is a 
greater fire risk. Keep your tree-base 
holder filled with water at all times. 
* Place your tree away from a fire- 
place, radiator and other heat 
sources. Be sure it doesn't block 
a doorway 


* Don't cut or damage wire insula- 
tion when installing decorative 
light strings. 
Throw away gift wrappings immedi- 
ately. Don't burn them in the fire- 
place—they can ignite suddenly and 
cause a flash fire. Burning ever- 
greens in a fireplace is also 


dangerous—they can cause flames to 
flare out of control and send sparks 
flying around a room. 

Equip your home with UL-listed 
smoke detectors and an ABC-type 
fire extinguisher. They make good 
stocking stuffers.

Safety First 


Christmas is a joyful, festive time of 

year, but the spirit of the season will be 

lost if you're careless. The U.S., 
Consumer Product Safety Commission: 

Offers the following safety tips: 


Trees 

* Make sure artificial trees are 
fire-resistant, 

* Place fresh trees away from 
fireplaces, radiators and other 
heat sources. 

* Cut off about two inches of the 
trunk for better water absorption. 

* Trim away branches as necessary 
to set tree trunk securely in 
the base Of a sturdy, water- 
holding stand. 

* Whether artificial or fresh, place 
trees out of the way of traffic. 


Lights 

* Use only lights identified as hav- 
ing been tested for safety by an 
independent testing laboratory. 

* Check both new and old sets of. 
lights for broken or cracked sock- 
ets, frayed or bare wires or loose r, 
connections. Discard or repalr 
damaged sets. 

* Don't use more than three stan- 
dard-size sets of lights per single 
extension cord.. 

* Turn off all lights on trees and 
other decorations before going to 
bed or leaving the house. 

* Never use electric lights on a 
metallic tree; rather, use colored 
spotlights above or beside a tree— 
never fastened onto it!

Keep “bubbling” lights away from 
children. With their bright colors 
and bubbling movement, these 
lights can tempt curious children 
who may break them and be 
injured by glass or by drinking the 
hazardous liquid inside. 

Securely fasten outdoor lights to 
guard against wind damage. 


Candles 
Don't use candles on or near the 
Christmas tree or other evergreens. 
Be sure to keep candles away 
from other decorations and wrap- 
ping paper. 
Place candles where they are not 
in danger of being knocked or 
blown over. 


Trimmings 
Use only non-combustible or fire- 
resistant materials. 
Never place trimmings near 
candles, fireplaces or electrical 
connections. 
Wear gloves while decorating with 
spun glass “angel hair” to protect 
eyes and skin. 
Use tinsel or artificial icicles of 
plastic or non-leaded metals. E
